Sold as Feed. 


AH low grade cottonseed products 
sold in the State are required under 
the Feeding Stuffs Law (p be sold as 
cottonseed feeds, when they contain 
cottonseed hulls 
to such an 
extent 
th at the crude fiber exceeds IO per 
cent. 
All cottonseed meals, there­ 
fore, should not exceed this amount in 
crude fiber and the protein should not 
be less than 38.02 per cent. 
The law permits the sale of cotton­ 
seed feeds running lower in protein 
ai d higher in fiber than meals, pro­ 
vided they are correctly labeled and a 
statem ent shown that they are com­ 
posed 
of a 
m ixture of 
cottonseed 
meal and cottonseed hulls. 
As a re­ 
sult of the feed inspection work dur­ 
ing 1918, seven brands of cottonseed 
products were found correctly brand­ 
ed and sold as cottonseed feeds which 
during the previous 
year had been 
incorrectly branded and sold as cot­ 
tonseed 
meals. 
The 
correction 
in 
labeling indicates the advantage 
of 
the enforcement of the feeding stuffs 
law covering one class 
of feed pro­ 
ducts. 
Consumers of cottonseed meals and 
feeds should make an effort to learn 
the difference between 
the two and 
carefully read the labels attached to 
these products. 
It frequently hap­ 
pens that the prices 
for low grade 
meals, which 
are really 
cottonseed 
feeds, will purchase some of the bet­ 
ter grades of cottonseed meals and 
consumers cannot afford, because of 
lack of knowledge of these products, 
to enter the market for meals and re­ 
ceive instead feeds. 
The Bureau of 
< heiuistry, Department of Agricul­ 
ture, will co-operate with any deal­ 
ers or consumers in advising 
as to 
what brands are registered and cor­ 
rectly labeled.
